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REMARKS 

Claims 1 through 6 are currently pending in the application and subject to an Election of 
Species Restriction Requirement. New claims 7 through 14 have been added. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the first species of the invention, 
comprising placing said semiconductor substrate with said intermediate conductive elements in 
alignment with conductive bumps protruding from a carrier substrate; and electrically connecting 
said intermediate conductive elements and said conductive bumps. It is respectfully submitted 
that each of claims 1 and 2 reads on the first specie. It is also submitted that new claims 7 
through 14 read on the first specie. Applicant concurs with the Examiner that currently, no 
claims are generic.
